Ex- 
periments carried on by Mr. Corbett 
over a period of two or three months 
revealed the fact that the failure of 
the filters was due to two causes, 
namely, the leakage of air through 
the, seams of the tanks which destroy- 
ed the vacuum below the bed, upon 
whieh the success of the plant do- 
pends, and the use of sand in the up- 
erlayer of the Wed of a quality too 
fine to serve the purpose for which 
it ia required. The sides of the filter 
tenks are of wood, Some time 1g0, 
when they were brought into use, the 
mistake wus made of filling the seams 
with oakum tnstead of allowing them 
t» close with the expansicn which 
would follow after the wood had be- 
come thoroughly soaked with water.
